It was only a drawing on the 
blackboard—a little box with a 
slot at each side and some circles 
representing some knobs at the 
bottom, But as the third grader 
“took over” the controls, 
“punched” the buttons and ‘‘fed” 
the “computer,” the excitment in 
the air was at an unbelievable 
level as the students vied to be 
chosen to speak. 

With the physical intensity that 
only the very young can express, 
they climbed on their chairs, 
twisted their arms above their 
neads and wiggled all over in 
their eagerness to contribute. 
this couldn't be a math period! 


Box Times Two Plus Box 
Equals Triangle 

The chart on the wall indicated 
most of these children had com- 
pleted their ‘‘two times table” 
and about half were on their 
‘threes.’ And yet, as the com- 
puter game progressed, it be- 
came awesomely apparent that 
the youngsters were demonstrat- 
ing their understanding of equa- 
tions requiring grouping of sym- 
bols and multiple-step solving. 
Their parents would recognize 
these concepts as those they got 
back in 9th grade algebra. 

‘Lhis elementary class at Vista 
School is only one example in

Computer Training for 


| Elementary Students 


By utilizing the teletype hook- 
up at Albany High School and 
the availability of the ‘Math 
Den,” seventh grade pupils from 
Marin -and- Cornell Schools are 
regularly scheduled for instruc- 
tion and experience in the use 
of the computer connected by 
tlephone from the Lawrence Hall 
of Science at UC Berkeley. 

Mr. David Stonerod from LHS

outer space problems involving 
figures of light years, can be 
done in seconds. The student 
then can go on to further in- 
vestigation without getting 
stymied by the math required. 

Have Computer, Will Travel 

Enthusiasm for the program at 
the elementary level has_ in- 
creased so much that faculty 
members at Cornell and Marin 
have been transporting an addi- 
tional computer to the schools 
alternately each Friday after- 
noon from LHS. 

Spearheaded by Mrs. Peggy 
Hill at Cornell School who last 
year began by taking four chil- 
dren at a time to LHS once a 
week to work and learn to use 
the computer, the program now 
has expanded considerably. Pres- 
ently, all of Albany’s sixth and 
seventh graders are involved in 
a computer project right at their 
own schools. 

Mrs. Saxton’s High Potential 
program has even begun comput- 
er-type problem solving with 
classes as low as first grade with 
unbelievable results, This pre- 
sents remarkable evidence that 
real thinking can take place at 
any age. 

Funds made available by the 
Board of Education have enabled 
the teachers to have additional 
time and help to make this exper- 
ience well-planned, worthwhile, 
and stimulating in its implica- 
tions. 

“The high degree of resulting 
motivation to elementary pupils 
makes the shuttling of this equip- 
ment back and forth from LHS 
well worth the extra effort,” 
states Albany's Director of In- 
struction William Woolworth,
